General has asked the PUC 
tor an immediate increase of 
$25,000,000, which represents 
the PUC staff-recommended 
final grant of $45,000,000, 
minus a $20,000,000 annu a 1 
sum General received as part 
of a Pacific Telephone rate 
increase In April. 

Under General’s proposal 
the flate rate for residential 
service in the Los Angeles 
area would go up from the 
present $5.45 to $6.25 a 
month; the PUS staff pro¬ 
poses $5.65. Comparable in¬ 
creases for residential serv¬ 
ice outside the Los Angeles 
area are also proposed. 

The present charge of 
$19.50 for a service connec¬ 
tion would rise to $40.50 un¬ 
der General's plan and to 
$39 under the staff’s. Exten¬ 
sion phones, now $1 a month, 
would go to $1.25 under Gen¬ 
eral’s plan and would re¬ 
main unchanged with the 
staff’s. 

The PUC staff is recom¬ 
mending a 50 cents monthly 
charge for customers who 
use the telephone company’s 
phone rather than their own, 
in keeping with a similar 
charge recently authorized 
for Pacific Telephone. 

The staff is also recom¬ 
mending a ten per cent in¬ 
crease for Optional Residen¬ 
tial Telephone Service (CR¬ 
TS 1, under which customers 
can “buy” a telephone ex¬ 
change outside their local 
calling areas for a fixed 
monthly charge. In addition, 
under the staff proposal, ex¬ 
changes which can be 


“bought” would be limited 
to those within 40 miles of 
the customer’s own exchange, 
in lino with standard al¬ 
ready in existence for Paci¬ 
fic 'Tolephcne customers. 

Increases are also pro¬ 
posed by both General ancl- 
staff for various business 
services.

Wlhat api>ears to be the only remaining viable bill 
dealing with vehicle Inspection aind maintenance also in¬ 
cludes provisions for car standards to be lunlform through¬ 
out the 50 states. SB 84 (Foran) cleared a major hurdle 
May 27 when it passed the Air Quality Subcommittee of 
Assembly Transportatioin with “no recommeiMjation.” This 
presumably means it will get a full-scale hearing by As¬ 
sembly Transportation Committee soon. 

No-smoking Bill Passes 

No-smoking sections would be designated in all busi¬ 
nesses having enclosed public areas, enclosed places of 
employment and elevators, by pxxsting of signs according 
to SB 2026 (Greene). Smoking would also be prohibited 
in patient care area including health facilities, and liealth 
clinics. Businesses such as restaurant, cocktail lounges, 
and health facilities would save millions of dollars be¬ 
cause it would not reqiuire barriers, partitions or special 
ventilating idevices such as those required by the 1978 
smoking initiatve. The legislation would not pre-empt local 
ordinances controlling smoking in theaters. It would pro 
tect non-smokers and patient care areas from smokers. If 
this legislation is approved, the current non-smoking ini 
tiative, which would be very costly to the business com¬ 
munity, may become moot. The bill is supported by the 
California Hotel and Motel Association and the Chamber. 

CRA and Prop. 4 

A bill declaring that redevelopment agency tax alloca¬ 
tion revenues are exempt from Proptosition 4 spending limits 
was approved by Senate Local Government 5 to 0 and 
sent to the floor. SB 1972 (Campbell) was first amended 
to prevent the exemption from becoming a Proposition 4 
loopihole. They limit redevelopment agency activities to 
those services .necessary to further the redevelopment pro¬ 
ject, and prclud provision of general city services. Rede¬ 
velopment agency activities are Important to the renewal 
of decaying urban centers. With the amendment the Cham¬ 
ber suppoi-ts the bill.

Nearly half (48 per ce,nt) 
of all workers in the U.S. 
today are women. Women 
^ who work outside the home 
, for pay now outnumber the 
f women who work inside the 
j home only. Nearly two-thirds 
of all women in the labor 
. force in 1978 were single, 
widowed, divorced or sopa- 
. rated, or had husbands who 
1 earned less than $10,000. A 
) recent study by the Urban 
I Institute predicts that by 
, 1990, 52 million women will 
j 1 h‘ working or looking for 
work. Among these new 
w’orkers, most of them will 
, he married mothers. 

» Unfortunately, you a. re 
t light about the fact that wo- 
» men .still cam less than men. 
the reason being that the 
majority of women workers 
I arc cocentrated in low-pay- 
1 ing, dead-end jobs. In 1977, 

. the median income of female 
j college graduates who work- 
. ed full time, year round, was 
[ below the median income of 
- male high school dropouts. 

. The earnings gap between 
; men and women has widen¬ 
ed; in the mid-1970’s women 
earned less than 60 cents for 
eery dollar earned by a mar. 

Occupational segregation 
is believed to be one of the 
major rea.sons for this wage 
differential. What this 
means is that jobs are com¬ 
monly divided into two 
categories: women’s jobs 
(c.g., teachers, .nurses, sec¬ 
retaries) and men’s jobs 
(doctors, lawyers, corporate 
executives). Currently, 80 
per cent of employed women 
iiold stereotypical fema 1 e 
jobs. These jobs are char¬ 
acterized by lack of author¬ 
ity, lack of substantial up¬ 
ward mobility, and low 
wages. 

The Urban Institute des¬ 
cribes occupational segrega¬ 
tion as the “primary link in 
the ‘vicious circle’ that pre¬ 
vents women’s earn i n g s 
from achieving parity with 
men’s. The circle begins 
with women’s own underesti¬ 
mation of the length of their 
work lives. Few women rea¬ 
lize that, today, the average 
maj-ried woman with chil- i 
dren can expect to spe.nt 25 
years in the labor force. This 
underestimation results in 
poor carc-er or job prepara¬ 
tion which virtually insures 
women’s place in low-paying 
jobs to which they feel little 
commitment or attachment, 
and reinforces the view of 
women within their own 
families as secondary earn¬ 
ers. This lack of commit¬ 
ment then feeds employers’ 
views of women as less 
stable workers than men, 
and discourages them from 
training or advancing wo¬ 
men to higher-paying posi¬ 
tions. When the circle is 
complete, women are locked 
into lo\v-p,aying, dead-end, 
‘women only’ occupations.” 

How do women break out 
of this circle? The Califor¬ 
nia Commission on tho Sta¬ 
tus of Women believes that 
one ma.jor remedy is appro¬ 
priate and adequate educa- 
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tional opportunity. It is es¬ 
sential that young women 
receive realisic career coun¬ 
seling and information that 
will prepare them for a life¬ 
time of work. 

Federal and state laws 
now require equal educa¬ 
tional opportunity for all 
students. It is important 
that parents and student.-- 
alike see that these laws arc 
being implemented within 
the .school setting.

There are many contrasts 
and special qualities to be 
found in the high elevations 
and lofty peaks of the San 
Bernardino Mountains. Last 
week I began to shaie some 
of my observations with 
>au. The mixed forests of 
pme and black oak . . . quite 
different from our own 
Coast Live Oak . . . give a 
different feeling as com- 
paied to Che scrubby chapar¬ 
ral growth of tho lower foot¬ 
hills. Up in the “high coun¬ 
try” the breeze happily sings 
through the pines' 

Not only are feelings dif¬ 
ferent, so are some of the 
animals because of the of¬ 
ferings of the high moun- 
lajn habitat. The blue jay 
tliat resides in our area is 
called the scrub jay, because 
it lives in the scrubby bushes 
in our foothill chaparral 
community. Up in the high 
pint environment lives its 
cousin, tlie Stellar's jay. A 
little larger than the scrub 
jay, it is easily identifiable 
by its large, dark blue or 
black chest, dark foreparts 
and bright blue tail! Its 
deep, throaty call can be 
heard throughout the con - 
iferous forests as it searches 
out pine seeds and acorns. 
Often quite brazen like its 
cousin, the Steller’s jay will 
come close by . . . especial¬ 
ly if it means an easy hand¬ 
out! 

At the cabin we were 
at was a rustic bird feeder 
attached to the nearby pine 
tree. Keeping it filled with 
wild bird seed I noticed the 
first feeder to be a hungry 
Steller's jay. At first it be¬ 
gan to busily gorge its?ff! 
Typical! Then it began to 
make trip after trip to near¬ 
by locations, such as exposed 
tree root.s, to hide — bury, if 
you will—its precious booty. 
Little did it realize that the 
first rain will spout . . . and 
run ... its horde of seed! 

Early morning brou g h t 
sounds of a small bird very 
active in the surrounding 


caks and pines. Tliis little 
gray bird with a black head 
and white throat and breast 
scurried up and down tho 
tree trunks in seai-ch of in¬ 
sects and seeds. Curiously 
enough, it is the only tree- 
climber around that makes 
an actual habit of going 
down the tree head first! 
Its song is very distinctive. 
It makes a series of low 
notes sounding somewhat 
like “whi, whi” . . . and all 
on the same pitch. This at¬ 
tractive bird, called a white 
hroasted nuhatch, became a 
very common, but intriguing 
sight and sound around tho 
cabin. Certainly these are 
but a few of the very inter 
osting and different thing.s 
found at the high mountain 
elevations. Because I Iiave a 
few more sightings and ob¬ 
servations, Tm going to have 
to say . . .
